MDHHS Extends Emergency Orders 
tightening rules for indoor gatherings 


The Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS) today revised 
and extended its epidemic 
order to contain the spread 
of COVID-19, as Michigan 
continues to see a surge in 
cases, hospitalizations, and 
deaths. Although most of the 
order is unchanged, new 
provisions target indoor 
gatherings where COVID 
has spread most rapidly. 
Michigan presently has 172 
cases per million people and 
positivity of tests has in- 
creased from about 2% to 
5.5% and both indicators 
have been increasing for 
over four weeks. Hospitaliza- 
tions for COVID-19 have dou- 
bled over the last three 
weeks while the state death 
rate has increased for five 
consecutive weeks. 

“The only way to beat 
COVID is to act on what 
we've learned since March,” 
said MDHHS Director 
Robert Gordon. “Wear 
masks. Keep six feet of dis- 
tance. Wash hands. And 
avoid the indoor get-togeth- 
ers where we have seen 
COVID explode.” 

As part of the newly ex- 
tended orders, MDHHS 
today reduces from 500 per- 
sons to 50 persons the maxi- 
mum gathering size for 
indoor gatherings such as 
weddings, parties, and ban- 
quets which occur in nonres- 
idential settings without 
fixed seating. This change 
responds to global evidence 


that COVID’s explosive 
growth is powered by events 
where large-scale outbreaks 
have occurred, and that in- 
door settings are as much as 
20 times likelier to drive out- 
breaks than outdoor set- 
tings. Currently Michigan 
counts 34 outbreaks related 
to social events such as trips 
by families/friends, bridal 
showers and weddings (8-10 
cases); funerals (9-22 cases); 
and outings at social clubs 
and bowling parties (6-19 
cases). An additional 19 out- 
breaks of up to 52 cases are 
linked to church services, 
which are exempt from en- 
forcement under the order. 
For bars, restaurants, and 
social events outside private 
homes, indoor party sizes at 
a single table are now re- 
stricted to six people. Be- 
cause individuals remove 
their masks while eating and 
drinking in indoor settings, 
seated tables with people 
from different households 
create high risks of spread. 
Like many other businesses 
in Michigan, bars and 
restaurants will also be re- 
quired to take names and 
contact information to sup- 
port effective contact tracing 
if necessary. Research pub- 
lished by the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
has shown that visiting 
restaurants is a risk factor 
for COVID positivity, and 
currently there are 12 out-

EAST JORDAN - City Com- 
missioners reviewed a Struc- 
tural Evaluation of the Civic 
Center. In October 2020, 
C2AE visited the East Jordan 
Civic Center, located at 116 
Main Street. At the visit, 
C2AE performed a visual in- 
spection of the gymnasium, 
locker rooms, main assembly 
space and teen center areas. 

After the evaluation, it was 
observed the building is in 
worse condition than origi- 
nally believed. The Commis- 
sion made a motion to shut 
off the power to the building 
until a decision has been 
made on what to do with the 
building. Shutting the power 
off to the building will help 
save money for the city, as 
the building has been closed 
to the public, due to concerns 
or City Staff. 

“The operating costs for 
the building is about the 
same as a Staff position for 
the city,” said City Adminis- 
trator Tom Cannon. 

In the Gymnasium, there 
were signs of water staining, 
possibly from roof leaks. 
Along with the staining, the 
west wall has concrete that 
has corroded and exposed re- 
inforcing steel. The balcony 
and bleachers were suggested 
to remain closed due to dete-

riorating concrete and ex- 
posed metal. It was sug- 
gested that the drywall be 
removed from the west wall. 
Along with hand chipping 
away damaged concrete and 
repair the steel. Finally, in 
order to stop water infiltra- 
tion, an exterior metal panel 
or waterproofing system 
should be applied in exterior 
concrete. 

In the West Assembly 
Space, there were notable 
leaks at the roof penetrations 
from the ductwork. In the As- 
sembly Space and kitchen, 
has corroded concrete and 
exposed metal. The damage 
is relatively minor but will 
require repairs to stop leaks 
and moisture from getting 
into the area. The damage is 
the same in the Office and 
will require the same repairs.

Space is in pretty good shape 
except for the northwest cor- 
ner.

With the list of repairs, the 
Commission is going to re- 
quest a quote for the neces- 
sary repairs before deciding 
what they should do with the 
building. The Commission 
stressed that they feel the 
Civic Center provided a great 
option for the city. However, 
the repairs may be too expen- 
sive for this building. The 
Commission is going to look 
over many options including 
plans to possibly find a new 
location for a Civic Center. 
The discussions will continue 
to go forward in future meet- 
ings.

Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan COVID-19 Update 


On November 3, The 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan re- 
ported 35 new confirmed 
cases on Monday, November 
2nd in Antrim (8), 
Charlevoix (11), Emmet (18), 
and Otsego (8) counties. 
Today we are reporting 26 
new confirmed cases in 
Antrim (3), Charlevoix (5), 
Emmet (6), and Otsego (12) 
counties. Case investigation 
and contact tracing are in 
progress, and relevant infor- 
mation will be shared when 
it is available. 

Many of our recent cases 
have been tied to social gath- 
erings of any size. With no 
known source of exposure 
and therefore community 
spread evident, we must all 
remain vigilant and follow 
mitigation measures any 
time we leave our home. 
When socializing with 
friends or family: 

-Get together outside 
whenever possible. Risk of 
transmission is increased 
when indoors. 

-If you do get together in- 
side, include no more than 
two households and never 
more than 10 people. 

-If you feel sick, do not at- 
tend any gatherings. 

-Wear a mask, removing 
only to eat and drink. 

- Social distance away 
from others. 

“We have been noticing an 
increase in cases associated 
with social gatherings and 
with the cold weather ap- 
proaching, we know gather- 
ings may move inside which 
naturally increases the 
risk,” stated Lisa Peacock, 
Health Officer. “When social- 
izing with friends and family 
take proper precautions like 
wearing a mask, staying 
home if you feel sick, social 
distance, and wash your 
hands to keep everyone 
safe.” 

On November 3 we are re- 
porting case investigation in- 
formation for 77 confirmed 
COVID-19 cases. All 77 cases 
are being reported in our ju- 
risdiction. The following in- 
formation is from case 
investigations completed be- 
tween October 31st - Novem- 
ber 2nd.

When the ghosts, goblins, 
vampires, witches, and zom- 
bies returned home on Hal- 
loween night, the clocks 
"fell back" to standard time 
on Sunday, Nov. 1, causing a 
fright when we lose light 
one hour earlier. It does not 
have to be a spooky sight 
because the Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation 
(MDOT) reminds motorists 
to watch out for pedestri- 
ans, joggers, and bicyclists 
each evening on the drive 
home.

breaks in Michigan associ- 
ated with bars or restaurants 
with currently active clusters 
up to 12 cases. 

“The orders that MDHHS 
has issued are centered on 
keeping the public safe and 
following best practices to re- 
duce the spread of this 
deadly virus,” said Dr. 
Joneigh Khaldun, chief med- 
ical executive and chief 
deputy for health at MDHHS. 
“The alarming surge we are 
now seeing is exactly why we 
were so worried about the 
fall season. We must remain 
vigilant, so we prevent long- 
term health consequences 
and unnecessary deaths, and 
protect our hospital capacity 
and the health of our front- 
line health workers.” 

“With a dramatic increase 
in the numbers of cases, 
number of inpatients in the 
Munson Healthcare system 
and increasing community 
spread, Director Gordon’s 
order provides much-needed 
clarity about how to control 
the pandemic in our commu- 
nity,” said Dr. Christine A. 
Nefcy, MD, FAAP, Chief Med- 


darkness. 

"Drivers need to realize 
that after the time change it 
may be more challenging to 
see people walking, run- 
ning, or bicycling as they 
will be much less notice- 
able," said State Trans- 
portation Director Paul C. 
Ajegba. "To ensure visibil- 
ity, pedestrians, joggers, 
and bicyclists are encour- 
aged to wear brighter-col- 
ored clothing with reflective 
material.

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration, traffic crashes 
in 2018 resulted in the 
deaths of 6,283 pedestrians 
and 857 pedalcyclists (bicy- 
clists and riders of two- 
wheel, nonmotorized 


ical Officer, Munson Health- 
care. “These measures are 
critical to ensuring our suc- 
cess in keeping our work- 
force healthy, our schools 
and businesses operational, 
and our community safe 
from this serious infectious 
disease.” 

Because cases are now ata 
high level statewide, the 
order treats all regions of the 
state the same. The Traverse 
City region previously had 
fewer restrictions due to 
lower COVID-19 rates and 
has now been moved into 
Phase 4 of the MI Safe Start 
system, joining the rest of the 
state. 

Stronger Recommenda- 
tions for Indoor Social Gath- 
erings Permitted Under the 
Epidemic Order 

Alongside the rerelease of 
today’s order, MDHHS today 
published strong recommen- 
dations for indoor social 
gatherings, including at 
Thanksgiving. Because no 
one measure confers com- 
plete protection in a gather- 
ing, the guidance 
recommends that individuals 
take multiple steps together: 

- Get together outside 
whenever possible. You have 
up to 20 times higher risk of 
getting sick inside. 

- If you do get together in- 
side, include no more than 


vehicles, tricycles, and uni- 
cycles powered solely by 
pedals). Unfortunately, 
these incidents increased by 
3.4 percent and 6.3 percent, 
respectively, from the previ- 
ous year. Most pedestrian 
fatalities (76 percent) and 
pedalcyclist fatalities (50 
percent) occurred during 
dark conditions between 6 
p.m. and 8:59 p.m. 

MDOT continues to work 
with partners statewide on 
the Toward Zero Deaths 
safety campaign based on 
the National Strategy on 
Highway Safety, which is in- 
tended to influence driver 
behavior and improve 
safety.

- Limit time inside to- 
gether—greater duration is 
greater risk. 

-Wear a mask - take it off 
when you eat or drink, then 
put it back on. 

- Keep six feet apart as 
much as you can. 

- When possible, keep 
voices down; high volume 
can increase COVID trans- 
mission by 30 times 

- Wash hands regularly and 
try to not to share utensils. 

While continuing to focus 
on encouraging voluntary 
compliance with its Emer- 
gency Orders, MDHHS has 
also issued rules that set 
forth fines for violations of 
these epidemic orders. Viola- 
tions are punishable by a 
civil fine up to $1,000 and may 
also be treated as a misde- 
meanor punishable by im- 
prisonment for not more 
than six months or a fine of 
not more than $200, or both. 
In addition, failure to comply 
with orders may violate a 
business or professional’s li- 
censure requirements or 
present a workplace safety vi- 
olation. Residents seeking to 
report violations should con- 
sult the COVID complaints 
page to find the appropriate 
department.

COVID-19 surge impact- 
ing contact tracing 


In the span of seven days, 
District Health Department 
#10 (DHD#10) reported a 
total of 413 lab-confirmed 
and 23 probable COVID-19 
cases in our ten-county juris- 
diction. With each confirmed 
and probable case, there are 
often numerous close con- 
tacts that must also be iden- 
tified and contacted, which 
falls to public health to com- 
plete. While DHD#10 is uti- 
lizing assistance from 
Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS) TraceForce pro- 
gram, as well as pulling in 
staff from other divisions 
within our agency to assist, 
we have reached capacity 
and are unable to promptly 
investigate every case and 
contact trace. Priority is 
being given to school aged 
children, residents and em- 
ployees of long-term care fa- 
cilities, hospitals, schools, 
large group settings, and 
other higher-risk situations. 

DHD#10 is working very 
hard to reach out to individ- 
uals as quickly as possible, 
but we do not want you to 
wait to be contacted prior to 
taking action. DHD#10 is 
asking the public for pa- 
tience and to follow these 
guidelines: 

If you were notified that 
you tested positive for 
COVID-19: 

Self-isolate for 10 days. 
After 10 days, if your symp- 
toms have improved and you 
have not had a fever for 24 
hours (without the use of 
medications), you may re- 
turn to normal activities. 

Notify all your close con- 
tacts immediately. 

A close contact is someone 
who was within 6 feet of an 
infected person for a cumula- 
tive total of 15 minutes or 
more over a 24-hour period* 


starting from 2 days before 


illness onset (or, for asymp- 
tomatic patients, 2 days prior 
to test specimen collection) 
until the time the patient is 
isolated. 

If you were notified that 
you were a close contact toa 
positive case: 

Self-quarantine for 14 days 
beginning the first full day 
after the last date of expo- 
sure to the positive case. 

For example: 

Last exposure date is 
10/20. Begin counting quar- 
antine from 10/21 through 
11/3. Resume normal activi- 
ties on 11/4. 

Consider getting tested, es- 
pecially if you develop symp- 
toms of COVID-19 

If you get tested and re- 
sults are negative, you still 
must complete your 14-day 
quarantine before resuming 
normal activities. 

On October 29, MDHHS re- 
leased an updated Epidemic 
Order for gatherings and 
face coverings. DHD#10 
urges the public to please ad- 
here to this order to help pre- 
vent further spread of this 
highly contagious virus. 

“Cases of COVID-19 are 
higher than they have been 
at any point in this pandemic 
and continue to increase at 
alarming rates. We urge 
everyone to be empowered 
and choose to do the right 
thing by following what is 
laid out in the Epidemic 
Order,” stated Dr. Jennifer 
Morse, Medical Director for 
DHD#10. “Now is the time 
for all of us to take personal 
responsibility for ourselves, 
our families, our friends, and 
our communities to slow the 
spread of this virus.”
